COURT HOUSE CLOCK, 51 
YEARS OLD, TO BE 
- TRANSFERRED 


Both Towers Badly Damaged 
Over Period of Years. Dan- 
ger of Collapse to Be Elimi- 
nated by Supervisors 





The clock and north towers 
of the court*house must come 
down, it was decreed by the 
Board of Supervisors yester- 
day. 

But the historical old court 
house clock, 51 years old and 
still considered an accurate 
timepiece, will probably _be 
transferred to the new court 
housey on which construction 
at Third street and Arrowhead 
uvenue will begin in Novémber. 


For safety’s sake, the super- 
visors ordered the removal! of 
the two towers, the founda. 
tions of which were cracke1l 
and weakened by earthquakes. 
The clock tower is the loftiest 
structure in the county, tow- 
ering nearly 300 feet above the 
sidewalk. The northwest tow- 
er, although not as high, is 
also badly damaged and will 
be removed. Engineers sev- 
eral months ago recommendcd

not {a2 the main buildings there 


are numerous cracks in the 
structure supporting the heavy 
towers, built of. stone blocks 
and weighing tons. 
Supervisor M. P. Cheney, of 
Colton, introduced the motion 
to tear down the towers.

Crime, petty and serious of-| 
fenses, increased in San Bernar- 
dino County during the past fis- 
cal year, when 700 complaints 
were issued by District Attorney 
George H. Johnson and his staff. 
In the previous year there were 
546 complaints issued. 

Violation of ty Wright Act by 
selling, mapr*cturing and pos- 
sessing liquor, was by far the 
most flagrant offense, there be- 
ing 163 complaints issued charg- 
ing various infractions of the li- 
'quor law. 

The prosecutor is preparing sta- 
tistics showing the activities of 
his office, from the issuing of a 
ocmplaint to the prosecution of 
both misdemeanor and criminal 
cases in the justice and superior 
courts. 

In the superor court the prose- 
cutor and his deputies tried 35 
cases in which 23 convictions were 
obtained. There were 11 acquit- 
tals and in one case the jury dis- 
agreed. Seventeen cases were 
dismissed and 41 prisoners plead 
guilty to the various crimes of the 
law. 

The issuing of 700 criminal com- 
plaints and 110 additional on in- 
sanity and inebriate charges in ad- 
dition to the trying of 272 cases 
in the justice courts shows, in a 
fairly comprehensive manner, the 
work that the prosecutor and his 
deputies are cafled upon to do, ex- 
cluding the cases in which the 
staff represented the county in 
civil litigation. 

The preliminary hearings in the 
justice court involved charges 
ranging from murder—there were 
10 murder preliminaries held—to 
'failure to provide, one of_ the 
, most common offenses. The cases 
included virtually all craton known 
to the law. 
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An extensive trip through the 
country for the purpose of holding 
horticultural demonstrations will 
be made by H. J. Wilder, farm ad- 
visor, with the assistance of other 
agricultural experts.

Pro- 
fessor W. R. Schoonover of the 
State College of Agricuiture at 
Berkeley, will assist Mr. Wilder. 

Thursday a demonstration will 
be held in the orchard of O. L. 
Townsend at Chino on the subject 
of peach problems, principally the 
picking and handling of the fruit. 
The demonstration will be held at 
9 a. m. 

Professor W. P. Duruz, of the 
State College of Agriculture, Ber- 
keley, will accompany Mr. Wilder 
to Devore and Yucaipa on Friday 
where demonstrations will be held 
for citrus and fruit growers.

NORMAL CITRUS CROP FOR 
THIS COUNTY IS 
FORECAST 


Horticultural ‘Commissioner Coy 
Makes Report on Conditions 
Following Severe Heat of 
Last Week 


San Bernardino County’s orange 
crop appears to have withstood the 
heat wave, John P. Coy, horticul- 
tural commissioner, declared yes- 
terday, adding that the stand of 
fruit is of the average and prelim- 
inary early indications point to 
satisfactory prices. 

Recent high temperatures that 
prevailed here thave caused only 
little more than a normal drop of 
fruit, the only injury done by 
iheat being in a possible few sec- 
tions where sufficient water is 
not available and the trees are 
not strong, Mr. Coy said. His state- 
ment, it was added, was based on 
his observations during tours of 
inspection and from reports reach- 
ing his office. 

The June drop this year has 
been less than normal. In. many 
groves too large &*crop has been 
set. Unless the present heat wave 
continues,, the added drop caused 
last week will do little more than 





bring a normal drop, it was indi- 


cated by reports. : 

No accurate estimate of heat 
damage can be made until. next 
week, however. 


Reports from Redlands and On 


tario indicated little fear of gen- 
eral crop damage.

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America’s Norse Strain 
(New York World) 

America now has a million and a quarter 
inhabitants of Norse blood; and their contri- 
bution to our national character, traditions 
and achievement is out of all proportion to 
their numbers. 

They and their fellow-Scandinavians have 
largely made the Northwest what it is. They 
may look around them in Minneapolis and 
reflect that this city of 400,000 people was 
marked by a single cabin 75 years ago. They 
have turned the cold northern plains into 
one of the most fertile farming regions of the 
globe. In polities they have assumed con- 
trol of their section and left their imprint 
on national affairs. Of the last nine gover- 
nors of Minnesota six have been Scandina- 
vians. But for the untimely death of their 
great liberal leader, John A. Johnson—like 
Knut Nelson, of Swedish blood—they might 
have given the country a President. Coming 
from nations interested in experiment, they 
have taken naturally to co-operation and 
equal suffrage—at times to the Nonpartisan 
League and the ideas espoused by Hendrik 
Shipstead and Magnus Johnson. Their cul- 
tural interests, suppressed during their years 
of struggle with raw nature, have steadily 
grown in vigor. The Norse in particular do 
not forget that they come from the land of 
Tbsen, Holberg, Bjornson and Grieg. 

Culturally, no stock has become more quick- 
ly Americanized than the Scandinavians. They 
have entered the country to make homes, to 
learn English and to rear their children to be 
patriotie citizens; they might easily have 
formed impervious foreign colonies, but it 
was not their nature: Jacob Riis in ‘‘The 
Making of an American’’ caught the spirit of 
this adoptive loyalty. Yet it is not incom- 
patible with a sentiment of reverence and 
love for the traditions of the home-land. The 
Norse feel that they have a great history, 
dating from the time of the Vikings, and that 
the conquest of the American northwest. is 
an integral part of it. They may well be 
proud of their heritage and its transplanta- 
tion.

Honors for a Dog 
(Redlands Facts) 

At Norfglk, Va., a few days ago ‘‘Peggy,”- 
dog heroine of the World War, was buried 
with full military honors in the city park by 
Norfolk Post of the Veterans:of Foreign Wars. 

‘*Peggy’’? was a British sheep dog, owned 
by Richard J. Jones, a Canadian veteran. She 
was credited with saving a number of sol- 
diers’ lives on the battlefield, where she re- 
ceived wounds in action, while working with 
the Red Cross, afterwards being brought to 
America, where she took part in Liberty Loan 
drives and was ‘‘presented’’ to President Wil- 
son. Later she marched in President Hard- 
ing’s inaugural parade. 

With a white band around her body, bear- 
ing the insignia of the Red Cross, ‘‘Peggy’”’ 
was buried in a regular casket, wrapped in 
the stars and stripes and banked high with 
flowers. It was berne by four Boy Scouts, 
followed by a company of veterans and hyun- 
dreds of spectators, including a special party 
from Washington. “After the casket was de- 
posited in the grave, the regulation military 
salute was fired. ag 

While to many this may seem to be 
rather extravagant honor to a dumb brute, if 
it shall emphasize and forcibly call to mind 
the devotion and loyalty of man’s faithful 
animal friends, it may aid in securing for 
them better appreciation and more humane 
treatment. 

In view of her heroie record, of which the 
above is only a mere outline, it appears that 
‘‘Peggy’’ was entitled to the tribute paid her.

‘ * To the Honorable Judges of the Superior Court 
of San Bernardino County: 

The 1924 Grand Jury submits herewith their final report with the con- 
sciousness that we have at all times, during our year’s work, been governed 
by a sense of impartiality and avoidance of personalities, seeking to present 
for the consideration of the taxpayers of this county only such facts as are 
contained in the records of this county. 

This body employed Mr. L. A. Desmond of San Bernardino as their 
auditor to prepare an analysis of expenditures as shown by ##@ warrants on 
file in the Auditor’s office from July 1st, 1919 to June 30, 1923, with instruc- 
tions to report for-our consideration, all warrants that had been approved 

% | i and paid that were incorrect, irregular or illegal under the construction of 
| the State laws or County Charter. 

In performance of this duty by our Auditor, we assume all the respon- 
sibilities, both for the character of the investigation and the resulting sched- 
ules, as our Auditor has submitted to us for inspection and verification, every

] { Upon the completion of this work, we desired to ascertain the compara- 
> is tive costs of government in San Bernardino County with adjacent and sur- 


rounding counties but were unable to do so because our Board of Supervisors 
had failed for several years to comply with Sec. 4049-a of the Political Code 
of the State of California, which commands that annual statistics of county 
affairs must be published, Full reference to this is made in our Auditor’s 
report. 

We then instructed our Auditor to make up the necessary schedules of 
costs of operation covering general government only and not including roads 
or schools. These schedules appear in detail in dur Auditor’s report. Follow- 
ing is our references to different schedules in our Auditor’s report:

On page seven, you 
will note the last item is an error of ten dollars overpaid to Charles P. Fuller 
for auditing services. In this voucher are three items. Chas. P. Fuller and 
. F. K. Brown drawing $20.00 per day and other accountants, not named, 
drawing $15.00 per day, the total amounting to $1158.12. The amount of the 
voucher as paid was $1168.12. We understand this had been audited before 
our Auditor found the error. We call your attention to this as an example 
of the unbusinesslike manner in which the county expenditures were handled.

— . Our committee met, with the publishers of the San Bernardino Sun and 

} the Redlands Facts (though invited, the publisher of the Ontario Report was 

not present) and canvassed the situation with a view to reducing the expense 

’ of the Delinquent List and arrived at a basis, which if adopted, would save 
this county many hundreds of dollars each year. 


: Ss 0g We tcok the matter up with the Tax Collector who, while he has nothing 
5 . to do with fixing the rate, has full charge otherwise. He readily agreed to 


. ‘ co-operate and we are pleased to report that the publication of the 1924-25 
} Delinquent Tax List occupies less than half the space of that of the previous 
: year and should have saved the county (if the rate per square were the same) 
* about $2,000.00 on the basis of the original bill rendered by the Ontario Report 
i for the 1928-24 publication. 
, The Board of Supervisors however, increased the rate which will offset 
: in part at least, the saving we had hoped to make. 
The publication of the 1923-24 Delinquent Tax List was such a flagrant 
abuse of fair play that the Grand Jury asked that the original claim of 
i $4400.00 be held up for investigation. We later recommended that the sum of 
t 4 * $8500.00 be tendered in full settlement of the bill. The Tax Collector approved 
it for the latter sum and after many weeks a voucher was drawn and a war- 
rant issued and mailed to Mr, Allen; the publisher. We are not informed 
whether this was accepted or not, but trust the next Grand Jury will use 
every effort to prevent the payment of a larger sum in settlement of the 
claim if such is attempted. ‘ 

We recommend: that the Board of Supervisors advertise for bids in ac- 
cordance with Subdivision 22 of Section 4041 (Political Code) which reads, 
“Whenever a Board of Supervisors shall employ a Purchasing Agent as 
herein provided, it shall not be necessary for them to advertise for bids for 
furnishing county supplies as provided in Section 4048 of the Political Code, 
.. WITH THE EXCEPTION OF ADVERTISING.’ 

San Bernardino Cofty has been publishing the Delinquent Tax List 
_- and other notices four times while the Delinquent Tax Lists of Riverside, 
“ Orange and Los Angeles are published but three times and as far as we have 
| been able to learn, it has not been found illegal. The Attorney General has 
: j ruled and so advises the District Attorney that three is sufficient. We there-

fore recommend that this county adopt the same procedure which will save 
approximately one thousand dollars per year on the Delinquent Tax List alone 
and over 20% on all other matter. - 
} The reason for publishing four times instead of three and the payment 
*: of the increased high rate seems obvious. We assume the individual taxpayer 
will understand it when he thinks it over.

nance could-become effective immediately upon passage, but never retroactive. 
In 1921, this section was changed to thirty days instead of fifteen. 

Section 5 of Article 1 of the County Charter provides that the Board of 
Supervisors “shall by ordinance” appoint any and all deputies and fix the 
compensation and the term for which they shall be appointed. 

On April 26, 1920, the Board of Supervisors passed salary ordinance 
No. 190, which was not an emergency ordinzn-e. Therefore, May 11th, 1920, 


was the earliest date it could become eff’: : >. Until this date, ordinance 
Nos. 187 and 188 were in effect. All ‘’c °° vties affected by ordinance 
No. 190 drew the increased salaries begi:::)~ -.pril 1, 1920, OR NEARLY 


ONE AND A HALF MONTHS BEFORE ©:.vINANCE NO. 199 BECAME 
EFFECTIVE. The schedule shows the deputies affected and the amounts 
each was overpaid totaling approximately $2,000.00. 

The increasing of salaries from 25% to over 200% during a term of 
office, seems to us an abuse of power which should not be tolerated but when 
it comes to paying out $2,000.00 more in salaries than the existing ordinance 
calls for is, in our judgment, a crime and those responsible should be com- 
pelled to make restitution. 

Another similar case is that of J. W. Cole, appointed to succeed Mr. 
Lothrop as Highway Commissioner, effective June 1, 1921. Ordinance No. 190 
in effect at that time fixed the salary of Highway Commissioner at $200.00 
per month. On the following November 28, 1921, the Board of Supervisors, 


by RESOLUTION, raised Mr. Cole’s salary to $250.00 per month, effective , 


January 1, 1922. As ordinance No. 190 was still in effect, this could not be 
legally done as no ordinance can be eliminated by a resolution of the Board. 

Ordinance No. 203, effective August 3ist, 1922, fixed the salary of High- 
‘way Commissioner at $3000.00 per annum, repealing’ ordinance No. 190, which 
fixed the salary at $2400.00 per annum. Ordinance No. 190 was in effect 
until No. 208 became effective, but Mr. Cole, as Highway Commissioner drew 
the increase eight months before it was legally established. We contend he 
was overpaid $400.00 during that period. 

Under Section 2 of Article 6 of the Charter, it is the duty of the Board 
of Supervisors to appoint a competent experienced road engineer as Highway 
Commissioner. We recommend the consolidation of the offices of Highway 
Commissioner and Céunty Surveyor with the County Surveyor in charge of all 
road work. 


SCHEDULE NO. 8 

This has to do with previous audits and is well worth thoughtful consid- 

eration. It appears that the first two embezzlements in the County Auditor’s 
office in the year 1919 were stamped paid on the Delinquent Roll and we feel 
that proper audit for that year should have shown these shortages. Evidently, 
there was no check of the money received by the Treasurer from the Auditor 
on Delinquent Roll collections. Without it the audit was not an audit but a 
farce. 
s Had these shortages been discovered in the 1919 audit and reported, the 
subsequent thefts would not have occurred and the property owners would 
have been saved many thousands of dollars, as well as the county. The audit 
for this year 1919 cost $1819.00 and the rate of pay was from $12.00 to $25.00 
per day. On page No. 4, you will see listed four vouchers covering the 
expense of the 1920 audit, amounting to $2595.37 and none of them comply 
with Section 4075 of the Political Code. Errors could exist in them which 
could not be detected at this time, owning to the manner in which they are 
made. The rates of pay are $15.00 and $25.00 per day. 

On page No. 5, appears two vouchers amounting to $2798.12 for the 
1921 audit, the first voucher No. 5246 is in direct violation of Section 4075 of 
the Political Code and No. 8021 is irregular, in that it shows aw item of 
$63.12 balance due, while there is nothing in the Auditor’s records to show 
such to be the fact. The first voucher is for $2000.00 and shows neither the 
amount of time nor rate of pay. 

Page No. 6 shows three vouchers amounting to $2404.99 for the 1922 
audit. Voucher 6648 does not conform to Section 4075 of the Political Code 
and contains an error of $10.00 overpaid. 

Page No. 7 and No. 8 shows the expense of special investigation of County 
Auditor’s office during 1922 and 1923 amounting in all to $5993.87. All of 
this expense could have been saved by a proper audit for 1919.

An average of over $3641.00 without anything to show for it. Adding 
to the amount of $21,850.23 expended for audit, the sum of $26,000.00 stolen 
from the taxpayers during the time covered by these audits, makes auditing 
an expensive luxury for our taxpayers.

There is no way of knowing what these vouchers are for nor the amounts 
avolved. 

Our comparative schedules for the year 1924 contain much information 
of value to every taxpayer who wonders why his taxes are so high. In 
making a comparative cost statement of the vaxious offices of San Bernardino 
County with the same offices in adjacent or nearby counties, our accountant 
found much difficulty, on account of there being no statistical report compiled 
by this county in recent yeaie#, which we consider a direct violation of Sec- 
tion 4049a of the Political Code of the State of California, which reads as 
follows: 


SECTION 4049-a—MUST PUBLISH ANNUAL STATISTICS 

Section 4049-a—“The Board of Supervisors shall cause to be prepared 
and shall publish each year a statistical report showing in compendious form 
all the financial transactions of the county for the fiscal year, exhibiting sep- 
arately the receipts and expenditures by or on account of each office, board, 
commission, institution, court and road districts and school districts and 
classifying the principal items of income and expenditure, so as to show 
the financial transactions and financial conditien of the county.” 

Insofar as we are able to.ascertain, this is the only county in the State 
to violate this law. It is the duty of the Supervisors to order this work dona 
It is the duty of the Auditor’s office to supervise and do the work, whether 
so instructed by the Supervisors or not, unless directed. by the Supervisors 
not to do it. We surmise that the Auditor has been ordered NOT TO DO 
THE WORK in this county in recent years and the reason is obvious, if you 
will study the following comments:

In other words, these two counties collected over three million dollars 
more than San Bernardino County at a cost of less than ten thousand dollar 
more. 

This office is efficiently managed and every detail of the work is up to 


the minute. One of the items of expense which makes the cost of operation . 


so high is the publication of the Delinquent Tax List at a much higher rate 
than the other two counties. The Tax Collector, however, does not control 
the rate. He does have the direct charge of the form in which it is published, 
and he has made a commendable improvement in the present Delinquent List 
which consists of fifteen pages, while in previous years, it has taken thirty 
or more pages containing no more matter. 
The following comparative statement will show why the Tax Collector 
is powerless to regulate the expense of his office:

For the current Delinquent List 1924-25 San Bernardino County is paying 
a rate of $ .60 for the first publication and $ .40 for each of the next two 
publications or a rate of $1.40 total per square. This increase was made 
when we were already paying more than any of the counties shown above 
and we are now paying more than 10% in excess of Riverside 2nd Orange 
counties and more than twice as much as Los Angeles County. 

We Commend the Tax Collector, Mr. J. W. Batchelor, for the effert he 
has made to reduce expenses and the manner in which he conducts his office. 
COUNTY AUDITOR 

The County Auditor’s office of this county costs practically as much to 
operate as the combined cost of Riverside, Orange and Santa Barbara for the 
last fiscal year as shown below:

San Bernardino County total expense was only two hundred and seventy- 
eight dollars and five cents less than the total cost of the other three counties 
combined. We ‘have not been able to make a careful comparison of the var- 
ious systems, but it is not reasonable to suppose that these other counties are 
not complying with the law and have adequate systems.

Our County Treasurer makes by far the best showing on the interest 
earnings on county money loaned, being an average of 3.27% as against 
2.02% for Riverside, 2.10% for Santa Barbara, 1.49% for Orange, and 1.48% 
for Kern. We understand he has the best record of any Treasurer in the 
State, both as to interest rates and the largest amount of county money draw- 
ing interest in proportion to the balances on hand. 

COUNTY CLERK 

We found the County Clerk’s office to be efficiently handled. Clerk Harry 
L. Allison and his assistants having their work well in hand and attending 
strictly to business, giving the public courteous and prompt service at all 
times. The expense of this office is kept well within the limit of the budget 
and compares favorably with the adjacent counties when the size of this 
county is taken into consideration. The printing and distribution of election 
supplies is a charge against this office but not included.

Placing of a two-hour parking 
limit on motor vehicles in the busi-

between Palm and Plum avenues, 
on B and C streets between Laur- 
el and Lemon avenues and on 
uclid avenue between Emporia 
avenue and D street. 

R. ‘D. Newton, president of the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce, 
was present to urge that a traffic 
officer be pr*vided at A street and 
Huclid during rush hours and also 
endorsed the parking limit plan.

WHEN CHINESE EAT 
POISONED SEA FISH 


The death recently at Honolulu 
of two Chinese, which was attrib- 
uted to the eating of the fresh 
puffer or balloon fish, has caused 
a dispute as to whether the fish, 
a fairly common variety in Ha- 
waiian waters, is poisonous in it- 
self or became so through poison- 
ous seaweed eaten by the fish, or 
through improper methods of pre- 
paration. The occurrence also 
has revived some interesting leg- 
ends among the Hawaiians. 


The Queen’s Hospital, in a bul- 
letin issued after exhaustive ex- 
amination, declares that the six 
balloon fish which were supposed 
to have caused the death of the 
two Chinese were not poisonous. 
The bulletin explains further that 
it is possible that these fish “at 
certain times or places eat a pois- 
onous seaweed. The hospital 


points out also that there is a 


variety of the fish, comparatively 
rare, which is poisonous, with a 
secretion similar to the poison of 
certain toadstools, and that on the 
Island of Molokai it is a well- 
known fact that certain fish, such 
as the ordinary harmless ulua, if 
taken on one side of the island, 
are poisonous, but if caught else- 
where are wholesome food. The 
mullet is said to be poisonous in 
Molokai waters at certain times 
of the year, and to produce .chok- 
ing, dizziness and terrifying 
dreams. 

The legend is that certain gods 
came at various seasons to live at 
the seashore, and while they Te 
mained on the shore of a certain 
bay the fish were poisonous to 
man. “The true explanation,” say 
the hospital chemists, “is” prob- 
ably that at certain times and 
places the fish eat poisonous food.”

Promenade or To Bask in the Sun, Its Ef- 
fect is Assured — Its Charm is Varied 


HE new bathing fashions are 

undeniably smart. If

The general differentness that 
characterizes all fashion is trans- 
lated very satisfactorily in the 
varied fabrics and the brilliant 
colors that are made possible by 
the out-of-door setting of sand, 
sea and sky. And the little details 
of line and trimming, that we have 
come to associate with the dress 
mode, find a place in the abbre- 
viated apparel of the beaches. And 
not to be outdone, the maker of 
accessories has devised clever and 
appropriate costume details to com- 
plement it. 


Printed Fabrics Rule The Mode 


There are many outfits in solid 
color to serve as a background for 
the fabric mode. But it is to prints 
that the highest honors go, and 
these latter vary from the more 
familiar geometrical and flower de- 
signs to the leopard and tiger pat- 

_ terns and the stripes and plaids 
that are so popular. When you 
consider that the plain colors are 
vivid—-the high reds, greens end 
blues especially, then you realize 
the futility of the adjective “‘color- 
ful.” 

Success is assured by the variety 
of the materials used quite as much 
as by the color range and its in- 
tensity. Many silks—taffeta, faille, 
pongee, satin, the crepes—especial- 
ly Romain and de chine, cottons— 
notably gingham and English 
broadcloth, and jersey in its new- 
est form of Balbriggan are the 
favorites, and there are some clever 
garments of cretonne, chintz and 
brocade, 

For purposes of identification it 
is necessary to divide the mode of 
beach apparel into three parts— 
suits for the athlete, who swims, 
the costume that takes a tentative 
dip, but remains far longer on the 
sands, and what is known as the 
promenade ensemble. Then, of 
course, there are the clever acces- 
sories that seem to weld the parts 
of each and every outfit together, 
tremendously important in their 
own right. 


The Least Decorative Are Most 
Useful 

Because it is its nature to be so, 
the knitted swimming suit for the 
morning dip and swim is rather a 
plain affair. It may be a one-piece 
affair with attached trunks or two- 
piece style with shirt and trunks, 
the former oftentimes white. Some 
little variations are shown—the ar- 
rangement of the neckline, for in- 
stance-—-but for the most part they 
rely on their color and weave for 
any decorative effect that they may 
possess.

Caps and 
shoes—to complete the costumes— 
are decorative, yet wholly practical.

Fashion has put the success of 
the beach ensemble into the hands 
of the silks, the satins and the 
crepes, and her confidence has not 
been misplaced. Great designers 
have not hesitated to take the shin- 
ing fabrics into their hands and 
work with them, and results are ap- 
parent in even the comparatively 
inexpensive suits that Mrs. Avegage 
Woman wears.

Cattle Rustlers 

Reported rustling from the Wan- 
amaker ranch in South Archibald 
avenue of 55 head of thorough- 
bfed Holstein dairy cows valued 
at $10,000 and the issuance of 
warrants charging Peter Verberg 
and John Buys with embezzlement 
held the center of interest in On- 
tario Saturday. 

The cattle are said to be the 
property of the Chino Valley 
Land and Cattle Company, whose 
headquarters are at 211 West A 
street, and to have been leased 
from the concern by Verberg and 
Buys. They were part of a herd 
of 105 thoroughbred milkers, the 
remaining 50 of which were pre- 
viously sold to dairymen of this 
vicinity, officers are said to have 
learned.. Hunt for the missing 
dairymen here is being directed by 
Deputy Sheriff J. A. Larson. 

Officials of the cattle company 
learned from neighbors that the 
missing cows were removed from 
the ranch in trucks, directly after 
the animals had been milked, at 
about 4 a. m. Friday. In their 
place at the ranch was found a 
herd of some 20 “scrub” cattle 
‘and officers,»have ‘been informed 
that these were “turned in” to 
Verherg and Buys by a Los An- 
geles concern, who gave them $500 
to boot for the thoroughbred cows. 
E. R. Van Horn, an official of the 
Chino Valley Company, went. to 
Los Angeles Saturday to check up 
on the stockyards there and of- 
ficers all over California have been 
notified to be on the lookout for 
the missing cattle. c 

Verberg and Buys, who were 
formerly associated in the dairy 
business with Richard Van Delft 
and his son Richard, leased a por- 
tion of the Wanamaker ranch for 


Mrs. Ida Wanamaker, alleging 
that they owed her $225 rent, 
none of which has been paid, thru 
Attorney Isaac Jones, filed suit in 
Judge George R. Holbrook’s court 
to collect. In doing this, she !s 
attaching money due the pair from 
a Los Angeles creamery concern. 

Report has it that the Van 
Delfts, father and son, recently 
severed their connection with 
Verberg and Buys and left here 
several days ago. They are re 
ported to have left unpaid bills be- 
hind them. All the men are said 
te be Hollanders and Buys is re 
ported to have married a daughter 
of the elder Van Delft. 

Buys and Joe Schalk, a milker, 
were arrested here last October 
on complaint of Mrs. M. A. Con- 
nor of Los Angeles, who charged 
them with burglarizing a small 
ranch house owned by her on 
South Archibald avenue, during 
her absence. When the two in 
court stated that they had believed 
the house deserted and agreed 
to return articles taken, the 
charges against them was reduced 
to petit larceny and on their plea 
of guilty each was fined $25 by 
Judge Holbrook. : 

Verberg is said to be a nephew 
of Jake Verberg, prominent and 
well-known cattle man of the Im- 
perial Valley, who is reputed to be 
worth half a million dollars.

ON COURT HOUSE 


The courthouse clock tower, 
in the 
county, is probably doomed. 
A proposal that the tower, 
condemned by engineers as un- 
safe and a menace, be remov- 
ed will be introduced before 
the Board of Supervisors next 
Monday by Supervisor M. P.! 
Cheney, he said yesterday. 
The structure, in which in| 
the historical courthouse goth) 
stands far above the court- 
house proper, weighing tons 








and tons. The weight of the 
tower and its swaying in 
earthquakes caused zagged 





cracks in the walls of the 
building. Engineers, after a 
survey of the building, advo- 
cated the removal of the clock 
and corner towers of the build- 
ing, and the bracing of the 
walls. With the voting of 
bonds for the erection of a 
new courthouse, the supervi- 
sors took no action on the re- 
port of the engineers who 
were retained a make a study 
of the condition of the build- 
ing after the cracks appeared 
in the walls following a quake 
two years ago. 

The present courthouse will 
probably not be abandoned by 
the county for another year, 
possibly longer. Construction 
on the new $450,000 courthouse 
at Third street and Arrowhead 
avenue will begin in Novem- 
ber, it is probable. The county 
has not sold the property; 
however, and the clock tower 
would not enhance the value 
of the structure, particularly 
for commercial purposes, and 
the value of the material in the 
tower is regarded as slight. 

As long as the tower stands, 
however, it is a menace to the 
‘safety of not only courthouse 
employees, but to residents of 
the city and county, Supervi- 
sor Cheney said. He casually 
inquired yesterday as to the 
cost of removing the tower. J. 
F. Hamilton, lumber dealer of 
the Gill-Hamilton Company, 
said he believed the cost of re- 
moving the tower down to the 
main building would be not 
more than $40, explaining he 
believed that the task wsuld be 
comparatively simple. Sy 

The removal of the tower 
will bring the passing of the 
“town clock,’’ as the court- 
house elock is known. It has 
served as a timepiece for thou 
sands since the tower was 
erected in 1898. The building 
was built by means of direct 
taxation and required several 
years to construct, the county 
levying a tax each year for 
several years to. finance the 
building, bit by bit. The foun- 
dation of the building was laid 
in 1893.

RAMONA HOSPITAL 

This hospital situate in San Bernardino City is in the judgment of our 
committee, a veritable fire trap, being practically a three-story building with- 
out any fire escape. There is a great fire hazard, due to condition of gas 
apparatus and the laundry, kitchen and boiler room situate in the basement. 
The fire and sanitary conditions do not conform to modern ideas. 

STATE HOSPITAL 

We were invited by Mr. John A. Riley, Superintendent Southern Califor- 
nia State Hospital at Patton, to visit that institution and were shown over the 
plant and pleased with the industrial departments, which result in much 
revenue to the institution. 

We condemn the manner of caring for patients charged with murder, 
which seems to be not in accordance with the State law. Many of this class 
of patients have escaped and we feel they are a menace to the community 
at large. 

We were informed by Dr. Riley that plans are under way to care for 
this class of patients at another point, where all patients of this class in the 

State will be committed and cared for under proper conditions. We feel there 
is a lack of adequate fire protection, which developed at the recent burning 
of the laundry building and equipment. We recommend that steps be taken 
; immediately to properly protect the lives and property at this institution. 

‘ SHERIFF AND JAIL 

by We feel that the county is fortunate in having Walter A. Shay as Sheriff. 
He has made an enviable record of accomplishment and is an exceptionally 
capable official. The expense of his department is somewhat less than 
Orange County, yet more than Riverside and Santa Barbara combined. 

The present jail is not equipped with the necessary modern facilities for 
handling prisoners, as we trust the new jail will be. Pending the construction 
of the new jail, we recommend the installation of shower bath equipment and 
drains within the tank sections available at all times to the prisoners. 

Another important item is a de-lousing plant to care for the prisoners 
and their posséssicns before admittance to the main section of the jail or the 
prison camp. , 

































































COUNTY WELFARE COMMISSION 

Our investigation of this department and the full detailed verbal report 
of Mrs. Bell was very pleasing. We were favorably impressed and interested 
in the work, which we feel is being very ably handled. We recommend that 
a trust fund be started for this department whereby it will be possible for 
them to retain all moneys received for their own use, thereby building up a 
fund which in time should make the department self-supporting.

By catering to the newspaper trinity of San Bernardino County in in- 
creasing over 10% the existing county printing rates, already one of the 
highest in the State, presumably to make up for the difference caused by the 
publisher being shamed into adopting decent spacing methods in the set-up. 

By not advertising for printing bids as required by law and as the 
Supervisors of all other counties do. 5 

All this at a time when the slogan’ of the President of the United States 
and our Governor is “Economy in public affairs.” 

At a time when the Supervisors of Riverside County refused to sanction 
a raise in salaries, even though passed by the State Legislature but vetoed by 
our Governor in the interest of economy. 

At a time when large corporations are making strenuous efforts to en- 
courage economy. : 

At a time when the average citrus grower, business man and other tax- 
payers are lying awake nights wondering where their next installment of 
the taxes is coming from. Our Board of Supervisors, like a little brook, goes 
merrily on forever and ever, approving ways and means for increasing taxes 


“and depleting the Treasury, seemingly to reward the faithful few. 


According to statement No. 16 of the State Controller’s office, out of 
the fifty-eight counties in the State, four counties are paying a higher inside 
rate and six counties a higher outside rate than San Bernardino, so we can 
claim to be among the higher ups. " 

The only remedy as we see it, which we recommend, is a new County 
Charter curtailing and limiting the power of one-man government in the 
county. 

Our original Charter is now about fifteen years old and however admir- 
able and adaptable it was at the time of adoption, it has long since outlived 
its usefulness, part of it in conflict with State laws and the whole Charter a 
hodge-podge of amendments and the intention of the original framers nearly 
lost sight of. : 

In questioning various members of the Board of Supervisors on matters 
we had under consideration, on which they should have full information, we 
have come to the conclusion that on account of pressing private affairs, too 
little attention is paid to county affairs and the presumption that this county 
is governed by a Board of five is true in name only.
